Mannheim is the second largest in- 
land port in Europe, and both cities 
contain important engineering, elec- 
trical and chemical. factories, includ- 
ing the Daimler Benz works. 

The British Air Ministry News 
Service states that the two cities 
have a population of about 450,000, 
and they form the largest industrial 
centre in south-west Germany. There 
are two very important industries, 
general and electrical engineering, in 
Mannheim, which employ a third of 
the town’s working population, and 
chemicals, which employ a third of 
the population of Ludwigshafen. By 
far the largest factory of all is the 
huge L. G. * plant, which is the 
biggest chemical works in the world, 
and stretches for nearly three miles 
along the west bank of the Rhine 
as far as Oppau.
